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"Liberal Training" 

JN recent years there has been much dis- 
cussion of what constitutes the best all- 
round education. Here at McGill the en- 
gineers, and even many of the scientists, 
have been accused of pursuing too narrow 
a course of study. Not a clay passes with- 
out an Artsman condemning the Engineers, 
the scientists, and the mathematicians for 
their lack of so-called liberal training. 

Yet there is another side to {his ques- 
tion and perhaps a much more fundamen- 
tal one. Many of these Artsmcn, honor- 
ing in classics, in languages, or in econom- 
ics have studied practically no science or 
mathematics in college. They arc some- 
what lacking in that training which teaches 
a- man to use his mind correctly, for al- 
though the Arts curriculum generally re- 
quires one course in mathematics and one 
in science, some students even succeed in 
escaping these subjects. High school geom- 
etry and trigonometry is not sufficient 
mathematical training for a student in any 
faculty. 

In this super-scientific age we are 
likely to shun the difficulties of a scienti- 
fic training and concentrate our interests 
on obtaining a liberal education, entirely 
ignoring the sciences. An Artsman honour- 
ing in classics, for example, is getting a 
very broad insight into the development 
of man and his arts. But unless the stu- 
dent, has something of a theoretical and 
practical knowledge of the sciences he is 
worse off than the Engineer he criticizes. 

It is a well-established fact that a 
training in scientific method is indispen- 
sable to the modern man, whether he be a 
doctor, lawyer, politician, or scientist. Sci- 
entific method does not necessarily denote 
scientific investigation— many of Canada's 
foremost thinkers in business and econom- 
ics were well-grounded in mathematics and 
science. These men have been taught to 
reason things out logically; that is to say, 
they know how to correlate their knowl- 
edge and make their deductions correctly. 
!A. student who avoids the mathematics re- 
quirements to take economics and philos- 
ophy is getting a "liberal" education, but 
idoes he necessarily know how to think? 
•

Conservatism— You do not have the 
pows in the first place.

For ten days we roam- 
ed the New England highways and byways on 
bicycles, armed with a map and hostel guide 
book. Ten short days! Why, even a whole 
summer seems to us too short to encompass all 
the fun and gay adventures of hosteling. 

The first day out was the worst. Scorched 
by a blistering sun, covered with grime, and 
wobbling along at an inexperienced gait, we 
came to rest utterly spent, at the foot of the 
last hill which we were told would lead us 
right to our first hostel at Jeffersonville, Ver- 
mont. It is still a mystery to us how we man- 
aged to drag ourselves up that incline, pushing 
our loaded bikes. There before our eyes was 
the little triangular sign on a farm house — just 
like the pictures in the guide book. There like 
a good fairy was the house mother, too, gra- 
cious and charming, welcoming us. The hostel 
was a renovated chicken coop, cosy and clean. 
Oh! the luxury of that first night! The cool 
swim in the old mill pond by the picturesque 
gorge, with the cows placidly watching and 
tinkling their bells in the soft twilight. How 
good the well water was, cold to the taste, soft 
to the touch. A hearty supper topped by home- 
made blueberry pie, and then the welcome 
darkness enfolding us and the purple hills. How 
sweet the breezes that tiptoed in and out the 
low windows, and how fragrant the sweet, new 
hay that plumped our generous mattress! We 
slept blissfully. We belonged here. 

Next day we explored beautiful Mount 
Mansfield, and that night shared our chicken 
house and the nearby incubator with four hos- 
telers, who were hiking from Massachusetts. 
Hostelers, we found, need no intoduclions; they 
are comrades at first sight, sharing a common 
fellowship, born of a common experience. 
Swapping songs and stories— and of course food 
—they go merrily on from hostel to hostel. 

An army tent and a garage housed us for 
the next two nights, each filled with friendly 
folk whom we soon felt we had known all our 
lives:— 'Oklahoma' with his cowboy accent; 
'The Mad Russian' with his gay humour; 'Duke', 
a young lad from the Bronx, almost successfully 
masquerading as a wealthy Englishman com- 
plete with Oxford accent; a scholarly univer- 
sity graduate from Virginia; a professional 
photographer scaring us with candid shots; 
'dozens of interesting and worthwhile people. 
There was never a dull moment on the trail. 
Now and then one 'bit the dust' and out came 
the first aid kit with its ever ready plasters. 
Farmers hailed us from the field. Their wives 
offered us drinks of water or cold creamy milk. 
Boys plagued us by shouting that our back 
wheel was going forward, and we often found 
ourselves getting off to investigate. We stopped 
to swim, to gather berries, to pump tires, to 
tighten up nuts and pictures. For we look time 
to admire the lovely scenery for which Ver- 
mont and New Hampshire are justly famous. 

At last we arrived at Sugar Hill, one of the 
most attractive hostels in the States. Here were 
specially built dormitories with tiers of bunks 
holding three persons comfortably, four quite 
nicely and five at a 'squeeze. A handsome log 
recreation house was a never-ending source of 
enjoyment equipped with an organ, a gramo- 
phone and records supplied by a music critic 
of the New York Times, games and magazines. 
Over the fine stone firepace hung a hand carved 
motto, "Cut your own wood and it will warm 
you twice",— truly the' spirit of hosteling as we 
saw it. Sugar Hill also boasted an artificial bath- 
ing pool, with young and graceful white b'irches 
skirting its edges and white water lilies shel- 
tered in its corners. All this comfort and beau- 
ty had been created for hostelers, and was deep- 
ly appreciated by everyone who sojourned 
here. One cannot leave Sugar Hill without 
mentioning Dot and Homer, those lovable two 
who made us so loathe to leave— marvellous 
they were. If anyone had ever caught the fine 
spirit of companionship, they had. We were 
privileged to spend an extra day here, recover- 
ing from the painful effects of a severe drench- 
ing on Mount Washington. It was a combined 
attack of acute rheumatism, sciatica, lumbago 
and charlèy-horse in every bone, nerve and 
muscle. 

Next day we staggered only thirteen miles 
and came thankfully to rest at Wildwood, set 
in a deep wild valley surrounded by the gor- 
geous White Mountains. Upon leaving here a 
visit was paid to Lost River Gorge, the answer 
to a geologist's prayer. Then we coasted for 
seven miles down ( to the Connecticut River. 
The exhausting push up the ridges always had 
its reward in- the downhill run— as intoxicating 
as skiing. 

The last week-end found us happily installed 
at Meredith near Lakes Wakewan and Winne- 
pesertikee, New Hampshire. The whole of 
Clover Ridge Farm is a hostel. The house par- 
ents, Julius and Lee Wahl, are famous for their 
skilful management, wise and friendly super- 
vision of hostels. Why, when Julius knocks on 
the door and shouts, "Seven o'clock!" you just 
leap out of bed. Meals for over fifty were 
served at cost price in the large refectory, and 
all shared in the housekeeping with a will. 
Girls, here's where the boys lose their superior- 
ity complex. If Lee says it's onion soup for 
supper, Julius says anyone who has never peel- 
ed onions can learn now. Ever scour a porridge 
pot that has served sixty with oatmeal? Don't 
worry, you will. But the time passed all too 
quickly in a hilarous round of swimming, boat- 
ing, hiking, folk dancing and singing to the 
time of Julius' famous zither. Full of regret 
we turned homeward from Meredith, taking a 
fond farewell of New Hampshire with its ma- 
jestic mountains, sparkling lakés and hospitable 
inhabitants. 

We would like to tell all hostelers and 
would-be hostelers that the less-than-a-dollar- 
a-day-budget, which you hear so much about, 
is not just sales talk, but an actual fact. We 
ate ravenously, slept well and managéd several 
luxuries on an average of eighty cents a day. 



Two of our bikes were second hand machines, 
and of course we. wore our 'oldest.' So it does 
work. Are we going again? But definitely! 
Already we have laid plans for a two weeks' 
bicycle trip to Boston. It was thought of on 
our way back from Meredith. 
Happy Hosteling!

II 

TRAVEL; TOURS; REDUCED RAILWAY 
FARES; YOUTH HOSTELS 
For over a year the Executive of the Fed- 
eration has been looking into the possibility of 
sponsoring a series of tours for Canadian stu- 
dents. In considering a venture of this nature 
certain questions must be kept in mind. It 
must be remembered that the average student 
has relatively little money at his disposal, yet 
he usually has fairly long summer holidays. 
With this before us, and remembering that the 
average Canadian Student is desirous of trav- 
elling, the Federation is at this very moment 
seeking to ascertain the type of travel which 
would attract the greatest number of Cana- 
dian Students. Questionnaires have been cir- 
culated to all the Students' Councils of Can- 
ada asking them to find out what men and 
women on each particular Campus think of the 
question of student travel. We hope to find 
out where students would like to travel, when 
they would like to go and how much they are 
willing to pay. Once this has. been determined 
the Federation will be prepared to proceed 
with the organization of definite tours at re- 
duced prices for its members. There is no 
reason why these trips should be limited a« to 
itenery. It will be possible to plan trips to any 
country desired. 

Trip Definite for this Summer. 

So far the Federation has sponsored one 
trip definitely for this coming summer. De- 
tails of the plans may be obtained through 
your Students' Council Office or from the Fed- 
eration's travel agent at 57 Bloor Street West, 
Toronto. This trip costing less than five hun- 
dred dollars will take students from Canada 
to Paris, Rome, points in Switzerland, Ger- 
many, Holland and England and return. It 
will last for a period of some seven weeks and 
will be conducted by the Federations' former 
London (England) representative, Mr. James 
R. Johnson. 

It must be. pointed out that this is merely 
the first organized trip and that others depend 
on you yourselves. If you have any ideas or 
questions to ask— or wish to maTte suggestions 
as to possible trips— make them to our travel 
agent. 

Reduction in Railway Fares. 

Several years ago the Federation was able 
to obtain from the Canadian Passengers' As- 
sociation a reduction in the rail rates for stu- 
dents travelling to and from college at Christ- 
mas time. In many countries in Europe it is 
the custom of Railway Companies to grant stu- 
dents permanent reductions. It is felt that if 
the Canadian Railways can grant reductions to 
members of the Clergy and to Travelling 
Salesmen there is no reason why they should 
not fall in line with other countries and offer 
substantial reductions to Canadian students. A 
case urging this reduction to be presented be- 
fore the Federal Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners is in the course of preparation. 
Youth Hostels. 

In the Provinces of Quebec and Ontario 
great progress has been made by the Youth 
Hostel Movement. The Federation is in the 
cours» of negotiations with 'this movement and 
it is anticipated that its advantages will be 
made available to Canadian Students. Such a 
co-operation between the Youth Hostel move- 
ment and the University Federations is already 
proving very satisfactory in certain European 
Countries and it is anticipated that Canadian 
Students will be able to avail themselves of 
these privileges. 
International Travel. 

At the present time Canadian Students who 
are members of the Federation who plan to 
travel independently in Europe this summer 
may avail themselves of the privilèges of the 
"Confederation International des Etudiants" of 
Europe. This association has obtained many 
privileges for European Students— such as re 
duced rail, and hotel rates. Canadians wish- 
ing to avail themselves of this service should 
get in touch with the Secretary -of the Federa- 
tion or their own Council

McGill Skier Stands Out 
In Meet at Lac Beauport 



Takes Jump, Down- 
hill; Third in Cross- 
country 

McGill's skiers spread to far 
ends of the province over the 
week-end and when the drifts 
had cleared McGill's captain, 
Bobby Johannsen, stood out as 
a triple champion. 

Johannsen led forty skiers home 
on Saturday at Lac Beauport to 
take the Provincial Downhill. The 
race was run during a heavy snow- 
fall and Johannsen's time of 1:18.1, 
though not very fast, was good 
enough to beat out George Jost of 
the Red Birds and former Redman, 
who finished less than a second be- 
hind. McGill's captain was forced 
to combine his best skiing tech- 
nique and his best knowledge of 
waxing to win. 

Jumping Winner 

Several hours later Johannsen 
combined distance with beautiful 
style to lead a field of jumpers. He 
won the provincial championship 
in the Voirie Ski Club Meet by his 
leaps of 100 and 111 feet. On Friday 
the McGill skier came third in the 
cross-country behind Gait Gillespie 
of Esterel and Jalmar Paakola of 
Kenogami. Yesterday's win thus 
gave him the Provincial combined 
jumping and cross-country in ad- 
dition to the downhill and jumping. 

George Jost, who was second in 
the downhill, won the slalom event 
and took the combined Provincial 
downhill and slalom. Lady Luck 
frowned on the lone McGill en- 
trant in the slalom. Bobby Johann- 
sen who was the brightest star in 
the other events had three unfor 
tunate spills. As a result his lime 
of 1.09 was almost twice that of 
Jost. 

Findlay Also Wins. 

Other McGill skiers stood out 
also. At St. Margaret's yesterday 
. Hank Findlay won an invitation 
jumping meet. His leaps were eas- 
ily good enough to beat out Alain 
Almon of the Ski Club of Montreal. 
There were no McGill entrants in 
the 'B' and 'C class in the Down- 
hill held at Ste. Agathe but several 
McGill skiers showed great potent! 
allties in the 'C division. Don Mc 
Leod was tied for second position. 
The other McGill entrants, G. 
Townsend, P. Paquin and P. Coch 
rane finished 10th, 13th, and 15th, 
in that order in a field of ninety.

PROFESSORS NOT NECESSARILY 
INFERIOR TO ORDINARY MEN 

London. — Though there would 
seem to be no reason why univer- 
sity professors, when they speak 
of public affairs, should not be able 
to talk as good sense as lawyers, 
doctors or ditch-diggers, evidence 
is accumulating to show that they 
don't. It is not long since Gilbert 
Murray had to be rebuked by Cor- 
dell Hull for talking nonsense about 
a British-American naval under- 
standing. *A few weeks ago Dr. 
Johnson, president of the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan, made the 
astonishing statement that his stu- 
dents were "Anthony Edenites," in. 
that they desired "peace through 
conciliation rather than through re- 
armament." Then Nicholas Murray 
Butler wrote in an article that war 
was fatal to a democracy because it 
inevitably brought dictatorship; that 
democracies must, therefore, avoid 
war for their own salvation; thai 
agreements with dictators were 
worth nothing and that, therefore, 
democracies, for their own salvation, 
must be ready to fight. These ex- 
amples of thought are from three 
separate countries— England, Can- 
ada and the United States— which 
shows that the professorial disabil- 
ity is not confined to one nation. 

Last week, Professor Lower, of 
Winnipeg, added to the evidence 
a lecture in which he intimated 
that, except for himself and his 
friends, all Canadians were weak- 
minded, uninformed, unimaginative 
and woefully lacking in spirit. In 
Toronto a frequent contributor is 
Professor Underhill, who has so long 
prophesied a general war and the 
end of the empire that, if the wish 
was not father to the thought, the 
thought must have become father 
to a wish, the result in either case 
being a complete lack of the ob- 
jectivity with which a professor, 
of all men, should view past his- 
tory" and current events. 

It would neither be fair nor wise 
to assume, on this evidence alone, 
that all professors were incapable 
of reasoned thought on such ma> 
ters, for these are only a few out 
of a vast number and there are 
others who, when they speak, show 
a becoming modesty and a refresh- 
ing commonsense. Even those who 
talk recklessly if they would be. 
silent, till they knew what they 
were talking about, if they would 
when speaking in public discard 
the feeling of superiority which 
lecturing in a classroom induces, 
and if they would divest themselves 
of unscientific prejudice in their 
approach to difficult questions 
might talk as reasonably as any 
man in street.

Murder is committed at Tangier 
among sailors of the French, Ger- 
man, and English fleets in port, 
who are painting the town pink 
under orders to control their 
natural exuberance for the sake 
of their respective and respectable 
homelands.
